I.  GEORGE  ADAM  SENFT,  Apr.  11,  1790-July  17,  1864;  came 
to  America  from  Muehlenhausen,  Germany,  in  1848.  He 
made  the  trip  alone,  and  two  years  later  returned  to  bring 
his  wife  and  family.  His  wife  died  on  their  52-day  voyage 
in  a  sail  boat  in  1850.  The  father  and  family  settled  in 
Trenton,  Ohio,  which  is  now  Tuscarawas,  and  where  he  is 
buried.
